I recently received a KPC-3 as a gift and have been trying to get it 
up and running during the last two days with limited results...... 


I've got it hooked up to an FT-470 and the connection seems to work 
fine, only it is intermittent. 


On the other end of things, I have been using a friends Tandy laptop 
while in the process of setting up the TNC and rig and I have noticed 
an anomaly which have me now wondering if I have a TNC problem. 


When I connect the computer, TNC, and radio together (all powered off) 
then turn them on in the same order, everything seems to work just fine. 
However, if I shut the computer off and/or disconnect the 9-pin 

serial connector from the laptop, the TNC 'appears' to continue to 
function (i.e., accept outside connections to my mailbox, digi, etc.). 
The problem is that in actuality, even though the TNC xmit led comes on 
during transmit, the rig does not go to PTT. It just sits dormant. 

I have tried reconnecting the computer to see if the problem goes away, 
but only have been successful re-establishing PTT by shutting everything 
off, disconnecting/re-connecting, and powering everything back up again. 


It appears that the TNC does not put the radio into PTT once the serial 
connection to the computer I am currently using is severed. 


I have been using a borrowed PacComm (sp?) TNC previously and have had 


NO trouble leaving just the TNC and radio on during the day, shutting 

the pc down meanwhile. Is there something about the KPC-3 which requires 
a ‘live' PC at the other end full-time in order for it to work and go 
about it's business? Ox could there be something wacky about the laptop 
(tandy) which I am currently using? 


I do have an old XT dog in the cellar which I hope to try in lieu of the 
portable soon but just haven't had the time to get down there and 
set it up. 


Suggestions/comments most welcome. Thanks.

386/25dx clone. Floppy Drive only. 2 Meg Ram. 

8-bit NE1000 clone ethernet card. 

drsi pcpa III with 9600 baud TAPR modems (plug in tnc-equiv card) 

motorola mitrek, 30W on 439.025 Mhz at 9600 baud into a makeshift antenna. 
(being converted) icom 22, 10W on 144.99 at 9600 baud into ? 


The plan is to raise support from people who wish to use the gateway, and 

to purchase a repeater-grade amateur antenna. This will cost $200-$300. 
Currently the antenna is in a hole and does not work very well. We have space 
on a tower at 7Oft and hardline for the installation. After that we need 

to think about adding other channels, or perhaps 56KB, etc...

>Try the 65cm FM CB band, or even the 49MHz or 9Q00OMHz FM toy band, you will have 
>far better luck getting through. The CBers will jam you at any possible 

>chance if you go to 11M CB, irregardless if legal or not (it is NOT legal, 
>since the ITU agreement on 11M prevents it ...) 


Please note that the ITU has *nox regulations about CB. CB is not an 
internationally recognized service. It's within each jursidiction's 
responsibility to make their own xexceptions* to the ITU regulations 
to allow a CB type service. Also note that the orginal poster is not 
in the US and so is not subject to US regulations. 


Now as to use of packet on AM, it works fine as long as the signals 

are strong enough to give a 20 db SNR. I've had great success using 

packet on some xcommercial*x AM channels here in the US. It works much 

better than SSB because tuning errors don't affect the tone frequencies. 

Note that this is for point to point engineered links, not random skywave 
contacts. Skywave AM suffers too much from selective fading due to multipath. 
I have no doubt that it would also work on Class D CB, though it is 

illegal under xUS* regulations to do so xherex. Other jurisdictions have 
different rules. Skywave signals from high power US CBers might make the 
channel difficult in the daytime though.
